The  earl iesl  mention  of  the  name  Dunning  seems  to  be    by  the   Bishop 

of  Nelson,  in  his  Life  of  Walter  de  Merton,  p.   !4.    who  says  that  "probably 

in  the  year  1269,  he  purchased  the  Norman  Mansion(the  presenl  Pythagoras 

House,   Cambridge),    together   with   the  estate  of  the  Duhnings,   who  had 

held  it  from  ( !onquest." 

Bardsley's  Dictionary  of  English  and  Welsh  surnames,  gives  the 
following:

H  seems  probable  thai  the  Dunning  family  existed  in  England  from  a 
\fi\  early  period  and  thai  men  of  the  name  scattered  ou1  over  the  British 
[sles  and  founded  families  whose  relal  ionship  to  each  other  cannot,  ai  this 
late  date,  be  deiinitelj  determined.  Early  in  the  reign  of  the  later  Stuarts, 
a  family  of  Dunnings  lived  in  Walkhampton,  Devonshire,  on  i  he  western 
edge  of  Dartmoor,  from  which  arosi  p}ie*>(cdlebrat&d  'a^1  si  and  parliamen- 
tarian, John  Dunning,  who  became1' &  licitVr-GejneVr^al  of  England  and  was 
created  Baron  Ashburton,  Apr.  8,  178$:  ;Tjljer<  is  no  evidence  that  any  of 
the  American  Dunnings  were  direct^  Celajte'd  to ithis  family,  which  was  of 
the  gentleman  or  landed  class.  AI  the  same  t(me.  \a  number  of  families 
named  Dunning,  of  the  yeoman  clasps,  hved  abu.ii' un  'idles  northeast  from 
Walkhampton.  and  across  Dartmoor,  at  Throw  leigh  and  and  South  Tawton. 
As  it  is  probable  that  several  of  the  early  Dunning  immigrants  to  America 
were  of  the  families  from  this  vicinity,  a  description  of  these  towns  from 
the  Devon  Directory  of  1889,  is  given  below:

The  prevaling  opinion  among  those  who  have  studied  the  early  men- 
tion of  Dunnings  in  America,  seems  to  be  thai  the  earliest  immigrants  of 
that  name  came  from  Devon,  England,  and  that  they  were  probably  of  the 
class  called  Yeomen.  Nothing  authentic  exists  to  show  thai  these  early 
Dunning  immigrants  were  in  any  waj  related  and  hence,  in  considering 
the  famili  tided  by  each  on  this  continent,  they  are    usually   classified 

distinct  branches.     While  i;  here  pretended    thai    an   exha 

investigation  and  examination  of  records  has  been  made,  it  is  assumed  on 
very  reliable  information  that  the  following  is  aboul  ai'.  we  are  ever  likely 
to  know  concerning  the  early  Dunning  immigrants  to  America: 

JONATHAN  DUNNING  (alias  Singletary);  AI  the  firsl  settlement 
of  Killingworth,  Conn,  (the  part  of  the  town  now  called  Clinton),  Jonathan 
Dunning  drevs  the  lot  of  land  next  to  the  parsonage.  He  had  daughters 
born  there  in  1666  and  1668;  was  a  soldier  in  an  Indian  war  of  1676;  and 
about  1682  is  mentioned  by  Cotton  Mather  as  one  of  a  hand  of  "Ranting 
Quakers"  who  pretended  to  perform  miracles.  In  some  of  the  records  he 
"Singletary"  and  the  same  man  has  apparently  been  traced  in  a 
I'amih  of  Singletarys  in  Haverhill,  Mass.  No  connection  seems  to  have

-  >UTHERN  DUNNINGS:  In  the  summer  of  1730,  a  Wm.  Dunning 
was  Speakei  ol  bhe  South  Carolina  Legislature.  In  L780,  "James  Dunning 
of  Charleston  S.  C,  was  an  Ad  of  Sir  Henry  Clinton."   Clinton  cap- 

tured Charleston  early  in  1780,  and  il  was  for  the  mosl  pari  loyal,  and  these 
"Addressers"  were  doubtless  Loyalists,  though  Clinton  paroled  them. 
During  the  Revolution,  among  some  Loyalists  who  were  captured  in  North 
Carolina,  was  one,  Ensign  John  Dunning  (named  also  as  Denning  and 
Downing).    The  Colonial  and  State  Records  of  North  Carolina.  Vol.  xi.  p. 

186,     i.\  thai  he  was  captured  al    M -e's  Creek  Feb.  27,  L776,  with  a  greal 

many  others,  nearly  all  Scotch  Highlanders,  who  had  I  sttled  in  N.  C. 

after  the  defi  the  Voung  Pretender  al  Culloden,  and  were  still  coming 

to  N.  C.  as  late  as  1775.  In  a  report  of  a  <  Committee  of  the  N.  C.  I  !ongress 
on  the  prisoners,  >rth  "thai  John  Downing  did  actually   take   up 

arms  and  go  to  war  as  an  Ensign  to  Capt.  Seymour  Yorke's  Co;  thai  he  is 
a  freeholder  in  Guilford  and  Orange  Counties  and  lives  in  Guilford  Co." 
In  1810,  a  Judge  Wm.  Dunning  b.  17U4  in  Guilford.  N.  C.)  moved  from 
Guilford,  N.  ('..  to  Tennesee,  and  from  thence,  in  L822,  to  Bloomington, 
Ind..  in  company  with  t  hree  of  his  brothers,  John,  Thomas  and  Paris  ('hip- 
man.  Win.  Dunning  was  Judge  of  Buchanan  Co.  Ind..  1844-1862,  and  d. 
l^Tit:  John  Dunning  settled  in  Iowa:  Thomas  Dunning  settled  in  Illinois: 
Paris  Chipman  Dunning,  who  is  mentioned  by  Gen  Lev*  Wallace  as  being 
a  sutler  in  the  Mexican  War.  was  elected  Lieut-Governor  of  Indiana  with 
Gov.  Whitcomb  in  1846,  and  on  Gov.  Whitcomb's  election  to  the  r.  S.  Sen- 
ate in  1848,  tilled  on!  the  term,  L848-49,  as  Governor  of  the  State.  Sufficient 
investigation  has  nevei  made  to  determine   the  exad    connection  ol' 

ese  different  families.  Some  of  those  who  were  Loyalists  in  lTTii.  may 
have  fought  on  the  ot  her  side  at  the  hat  t  le  of  Guilford  Court  House  in  1781. 
Descendants  of  J  udge  Wm.  Dunning  say  thai  his  grandfather  and  two  of 
his  uncles  were  killed  in  the- Revolutionary  war  at  the  battle  of  Guilford 
C.  II.  Records  of  the  descendants  of  Judge  Wm.  Dunning  may  be  had  from 
M.   B.   Dunning,  M.  I)..  Bedford,  Iowa.

Commissioners  is  found  mention  of  a  Benjamin  Dunning,  who,  we  assume, 
later  moved  to  Long  island,  where  a  Benjamin  Dunning  is  mentioned  at 
Newtown  and  Jamaica,  L.  I.,  in  1699,  and  again  as  late  as  L708,  when  he  is 
named  as  the  father  of  Hannah  Dunning  who  m.  Isaac  Hurd  in  Stratford, 
Conn.,   May  11.  L708 

OTHER  DUNNINGS;  From  Hanna,  "The  Wilderness  Trail",  Vol. 
11..  331,  in  a  list  of  Indian  traders  is  given  the  following:  "James  Dunning 
(sometimes  incorrectly  written  as  Denning,  Demming,  Denny,  Dinnen,  etc 
a  trader  al  Allegheny  L734  to  L754;  licensed  in  1744  (Denning);  robbed  by 
Peter  ( lharl  ier  and  t  he  Shawnees  at  Allegheny,  Apr  18,  1745;  an  unlicensed 
1  rader  in  1747  I  »ennj  and  in  L748;  one  of  Forbe's  and  Bouquet's  guides  in 
1758";  also,  "Robert  Dunning  (and  Donegal),  trader  in  1730,  residence  in 
whal  is  now  ( larlisle,  Pa." 

The  above  comprise  aboul  all  the  Dunnings  in  America  of  early  men- 
tion, inn  thai  there  were  latyr  immigrants  of  the  name  in  the  U.  S., 
is  well  known,  these  being  mostly  of  Irish  origin.  The  main  branches  of 
the  family  in  America  today,  however,  are  the  following:

Modern  descendants  are  fairly  numerous  from   all    the   main  branches 
but  the  besl  classified  families  of  record  are  the  Fairfield  Co.,  Conn..   Dun- 
nings and  the  Orange  Co.,  \.  Y..  Dunnings.    These  families  are  presumed 
to  be  descended  from  Theophilus  Dunning,  the  English  immigrant,  grant- 
ed   land   in  Salem.    Mass.,    1642,  and  who    probably    lived    and    died    there. 
Theophilus  is  therefore  assumed  to  be  the  head  of  the  family  and  is  men- 
i  ioned  in  t  hese  records  as  "Theop  i  ". 

As  no  furl  her  mention  is  foun  I  of  Theophilus,  Sr.,  <>r  of  his  son  Theo- 
philus, we  feel  justified  in  furthei  assuming  that  the  younger  son.  Ben- 
jamin, bapt.  Jan.  17.  1647,  in  Salem.  Mass.,  on  reaching  adult  years  located 
in  Boston,  Mass.,  and  in  support  of  this  assumption  we  lind  in  the  Town 
Reports  of  the  Boston  Record  Commissioners,  the  following  mention: 
"Benjamin,  son  ol  Benjamin  and  Mary  Durrning,  horn  in  Boston,  Mar.  :{.  j 
L679.  Benjamin  Dunning  was  a  taxpayer  in  Boston  in  1681  and  his;.:  he 
was  elected  Sealer  of  heather.   Mar.  12,   1682,  and   a    lything    man    in    ('apt. 


Turill's  Company,  Apr.  30, 1684."  To  connect  the  Benjamin  Dunning'  of 
Boston  \sitlia  Benjamin  Dunning  mentioned  in  records  al  Newtown  and 
Jamaica,  L.  1..  in  L699  and  later,  seems  a  rather  long  step,  but  the  fact 
that  two  brothers,  Benjamin  and  John  Dunning,  appeared  at  Stratford. 
Conn,  (jusl  across  from  Long  island]  about  1700,  and  were  baptized  togeth- 
er as  adults  May  30,  1703,  in  St  rat  Held  church,  (now  Isl  Church  of 
Bridgeport,  Cl  I,  lends  a  verj  decided  probability  to  the  assumption  that 
the  Benjamin  Dunning  of  Boston  moved  to  Long  Island  where  Ins  family 
grew  up.  In  1708,  Benjamin  Dunning,  of  Jamaica,  L.  I.,  is  named  as  the 
lather  of  Hannah  Dunning  whom.  Isaac  Hurd  in  Stratford,  Conn:  and 
Benjamin  and  John  Dunning  who  came  to  Stratford,  Conn.,  about  1700, 
were  very  likely  his  sons,  as  was  probably  Michael  Dunning  who  m.  1710  in 
Jamaica.  L.  I.,  and  who  was  of  the  party  which  founded  Goshen,  Orange 
Co.,  N.  Y..  in  1719.     We  therefore  place  Benjamin  Dunning,    bapt.  Jan.  17. 

1647,  in  Salem.     Mass..  named  in     boston    it rds    and   later    in    records    of 

Jamaica,  L.  I.,  as  second  in  the  line  of  descent,  and  refer  to  him  as 
"Benj  -". 

[n  explanation  of  the  curious  fact  that  the  brothers,  benjamin  and 
John  Dunning,  who  came  to  Stratford,  Conn.,  about  1700,  were  not  bap- 
tized until  the)  were  adults,  we  mi  hunt  the  following  report  on  I  lie  condi- 
tion ot  Long  Island  from  1639  to  1700;  contributed  by    S.   Wright  Dunning: 

"The  lirsl  settlers,  1638,  were  Dutch.  It  was  nearly  depopulated  by  an 
Indian  rising  in  1643.  A  colony  from  Connecticut  came  in  1652,  under  a 
charter  from  Gov.  Stuyvesant  and  called  the  place  where  they  settled 
Middlebury.  When  the  English  lirsl  took  posession,  they  professed  alleg- 
iance  to  Connecticut,  whither  nearlj  the  whole  colony  had  gone  in  1643 
because  of  the  Indians.  After  the  establishment  of  English  rule  in  Kiii-t, 
it  was  named  New  Towne.  When  the  Dutch  resumed  possession  in  h'7.'{. 
only  23  out  of  99  male  adults  took  the  oath  of  allegiance.  Rev.  Francis 
Doughty,  who,  with  associates,  claimed  13,332  acres  of  land  in  Newtown, 
was  made  minister  of  Flushing  adjoining  Newtown)  by  Gov.  Stuyvesant. 
lie  was  an  Englishman,  banished  from  Massachusetts  for  his  views  on  bap- 
tism. He  went  lirsl  to  hong  Island  in  1642  and  went  with  the  Quakers  in 
1656.  in  1702  the  Governor  attempted  to  establish  an  Episcopal  minister 
in  a  parish  including  Jamaica,  Newtown  and  Flushing.  Win.  Urquhart, 
rector  from  1704  to  17o;t.  said  that  -most  of  the  inhabitants  are  Quakers 
who  roam  through  the  country  from  one  village  to  another,  talk  blash- 
phemy,  corrupt  the  youth  and  do  much  mischief."  If  Benjamin  Dunning 
were  one  of  these  i1  would  explain  why  his  sons  were  unbapti/.ed  until  they 
became  adults." 

In  a  publication  railed  the  Town  Records  of  Jamaica,  L.  I..  from  Ki56 
to  174*.  Vol.  1..  i».  143.  it  is  mentioned  that  ■•Darnell  Downing,  in  Mar. 
1693,  sold  a  brown  horse  to  John  Harreson  of  Jamaica.*'  From  the  same 
source,  Vol.  III.,  p.  133,  a  deed  was  made  by  John  Foster  to  John  Messin- 
ger,  one  of  the  witnesses  of  which  was  "Machel  Duning."  The  date  of 
this  deed  is  May  20,  1714.  and  the  witness  referred  to  doubtless  was  Michael 
Dunning  who  was  of  the  party  which  founded  Goshen,  Orange  Co..    N.  Y..

\\  e  have  now  reached  a  poinl  where  il  is  i essary  to  divide  the  family 

we  are  considering  into  3  main  divisions,  1  hese  divisions  being  founded  by 
the  3  sons  of  Benjamin  Dunning  of  Jamaica,  L.  I.  The  given  name-  in 
the  families  of  these  brothers  a  re  quite  similar  for  several  general  ions  and 
each  of  the  three  men  had  a  son  named  "Michael."  While  we  do  no1 
know  i  lie  order  of  birth  of  these  brol  hers,  the  entrj  of  their  names  on  the 
baptismal  record  in  Stratfield  church  was  "Benjamin  and  John  Dunning" 
which  is  pretty  good  evidence  of  their  relative  ages;  hence  we  suppose  Ben- 
jamin to  have  been  the  eldest,  and  according  to  the  Boston  record  was  born 
March  3,  1  <  > 7 *. < :  John,  who  accompanied  Benjamin  to  Connecticut,  being  the 
second;  and  Michael  who  remained  in  Long  Island,  the  youngest.  A.S  all 
wen  3rd  in  line  of  descenl  from  Theopi,  we  describe  them  genealogically 
as  "Benj  :;".  "John  :;".  and  Michael  3".  However  they  are  also  often  spoken 
of  in  these  records  as  follows:  "Benj  3"  is  known  as  "Sergt.  Benj."  or 
Benj.  Sr.;  "John  ■'"  is  known  as  John  1  .  because  he  had  a  son  John  and  a 
grandson  John;  and  "Michael  3"  is  known  as  Michael  of  Orange  Co.,  N. 
Y..  or  Michael,  roundel'  of  the  <  >range  Co.,  branch. 

One  of  the  mosi  interesting  groups  of  all  the  Dunnings  in  America 
is  the  one  which  had  its  origin  in  Fairfield  Co.,  Conn.,  comprising  the 
descendants  of  Benjamin  and  John  Dunning  who  tirsi  appeared  a1  Strat- 
ford, Conn.,  about  1700;  were  baptized  together  'as  adults)  May  30,  1703.  by 
the  Rev.  Charles  Chauncey  in  Stratfield  Church  now  1st  church  of  Bridge^ 
port,  Conn  .      The  record  still  exists,  and  thai  the  brothers  were   adults  a1 

time  of  baptism  is  proven  by  the  fad  that  the  same  record  does  not 
name  parents,  bul  records  the  baptism  of  a  daughter  of  Benjamin  in 
1707,  and  twin  sons  of  John  in  1713.  In  1711,  we  find  that  Benjamin  and 
John  were  of  the  party  thai  firsl  settled  Newtown,  Conn.,  about  20  mi  n. 
w .  of  Bridgeport,  in  thai  part  which  has  since  been  made  t  he  town  of  Bn  >ok- 
tield.  They  are  both  named  in  the  early  town  records  of  Newtown,  where 
ihe\  held  town  offices  Benjamin  lived  in  Newtown  all  his  life  and  d.  Mar. 
21,  1739.  John  moved  to  Norwalk  aboul  1717  and  d.  there  .Ian.  1,  1 7 : > 4 .  The 
family  records  "I  the  two  brothers  are  given  below:

It  is  freely  admitted  by  all  who  have  investigated  the  early 
records  of  the  Orange  Co.,  N.  V.  family,  that  much  information  is 
lacking.

From  this  point,  the  narrative  of  the  family  becomes  too  voluminous 
to  compress  within  the  confines  of  a  single  essay.  Not  many  of  the  sons 
of  the  two  brothers.  Benjamin  and  John,  moved  far  from  the  home  locality 
in  Fairfield  <'.,..  Conn.,  but  many  of  their  grandsons  did  so.  giving  rise  to 
numerous  settlements  of  Dunnings  in  the  states  north  and  west.  However 
it  will  be  noted  thai  Michael  < I7:;n-ispi  sun  of  Serjt.  Benj.,  moved  to 
Pownal,  Vt..  in  L762;  and  Michael  (1726-1813)  son  of  John  (1),  moved  to  Sar- 
atoga Co.,  N.  Y..  in  1770,  both  of  them  leaving  Connecticut  before  the 
Revolution.  A  little  later,  when  the  tide  of  immigration  to  the  newly 
opened  country  in  New  York  and  elsewhere,  set  in  in  earnest,  many  of  the 
Fairfield  Co..  Conn..  Dunnings  followed,  and  to  illustrate  this  exodus  a 
note  is  here  submitted  by  S.  Wrighl  Dunning,  describing  what  took  place 
in  one  of  the  families  of  the  2nd  generation:

1 1  n id:  lived  in  Moncton,  Vt.,  much  further 
north    about  15  miles  from  Lake  Champlain  at  Vergennes. 

At  the  same  time,  Matthew  (son  of  John  1st)  was  in  Williamstown, 
Mass.,  the  town  nexl  to  Pownal,  \'t..  on  the  south:  Michael  (son  of  Sergt. 
Benj.)  was  in  Pownal;  and  Deacon  Michael  (son  of  John  1st)  was  in  Still- 
water and  Malta  (Dunning  Street),  N.  Y.  To  understand  this  we  must 
remember  thai  this  country  was  tirsl  opened  for  settlement  by  the  close  of 
the  War  which  made  Canada  English;  that  an  exceptionally  large  propor- 
tion of  the  Colonial  troops,  who  bad  campaigned  in  this  country  were  from 
Connecticut,  and  were  therefore  informed  as  to  its  attractions.  People 
swarmed  there  from  Connecticut  as  they  did  between  1850-60  to  Iowa,  be- 
tween 1865-70  to  Kansas  and  Nebraska,  and  alter  1880  to  the  Dakotas, 
from  states  further  east.  1  neverheard  it  intimated  that  the  children  and 
grandchildren  of  Michael  of  Pownal,  Vt.,  were  aware  that  they  were  re- 
lated  to  any  of  these  other  Dunnings,  yel  Michael  of  Pownal,  Vt.,  and 
Matthew  of  Williamstown,  Mass.,  were  &rs1  cousins." 

The  above  note  merely  illustrates  how  numerous  and  how  widely  distri- 
buted are  the  modern  descendants  of  the  old  Connecticut  stock  of  the 
Dunning  family.  To  go  into  the  matter  much  further  would  be  to  write 
a  book,  giving  under  proper  classification,  the  descendants  of  each  son  of 
the  three  brothers,  Benjamin,  John  and  Michael  Dunning.  We  are  satis- 
tied  that  the  foundation  lor  such  a  work  exists  and  with  a  united  effort  on 
the  pari  of  all  the  Dunnings  interested,  could  be  carried  to  completion. 
We  de-ire.  therefore,  to  make  a  definite  call  upon  all  who  receive  this  pub- 
lication, to  furnish  the  records  of  their  families  as  indicated  on  the  at- 
tached blank,  to  the  representative  of  the  branch  to  which  they  belong; 
for  the  Fairfield  Co..  Conn,  family  to  M.  B.  Dunning,  M.  D.,  Bedford, 
Iowa:  for  the  Orange  Co.,  N.  V.  family  to  Mrs.  Ella  May  Smith,  Jeffer- 
son .we..  Columbus.  Ohio;  for  all  other  branches  of  the  Dunning  family 
in    America,    please   communicate  with  the  authors. 

Recently  two  groups  of  Dunnings  in  New  York  state  have  engaged  the 
attention  and  study  of  the  writer  in  trying  to  locate  their  ancestry  from 
the  Fairfield  Co.,  Conn.,  family,  and  areas  follows. 

Dunnings  in  'Sates  Co.,  N.  Y.,  are  descended  from  a  Lemon  (or  Leman) 
Dunning,  (b.  1781;  d.  1853);  his  father  is  said  to  have  been  a  Samuel  Dun- 
ning (b.  1753;  d.  about  1791),  who  married    Desire    Bradley    in    1776.     After 


the  death  of  Samuel,  his  wife  Desire  married  Abel  Pulling  hi  Conn.,  pre- 
sumably in  the  vicinitj  of  Newtown,  and  soon  after  broughl  I i»t  family  to 
Saratoga  Co..  N.  Y..  from  which  locality,  Lemon,  mentioned  above,  moved 
in  L816  to  Yates  Co.,  X.  Y.  Our  records  seem  to  indicate  thai  Samuel 
L753-1791?  was  of  the  family,  (possibly  a  grandson),  of  John,  b.  171*>  'one 
of  the  twin  si »ns  of  John  1st). 

Dunnings  in  Wyoming  Co.,  N.  Y.,  and  vicinity,  are  descended  from  a 
David  Dunning,  b.  in  Conn.;  ra.  in  Conn.,  to  Susannah  ;  came  to  N.  Y.. 
in  1802  with  3  children  and  settled  in  Wethersfield,  Wyoming  Co.,  N.  Y-., 
where  he  ran  a  blacksmith  shop  for  about  25  years:  he  then  moved  to 
Ohio  witli  a  son,  Samuel,  and  settled  al  Fairview,  Ohio,  where  he  d.  about 
1858-60;  had  a  lamih  of  L0  children  of  which  a  verj  good  record  exists.  By 
the  most  careful  analysis  of  our  records,  we  are,  as  yet,  unable  to  say  to 
which  Connecticut  family  this  David  belongs. 

[n  conclusion  we  desire  to  urge  all  Dunnings  who  may  peruse  these 
notes,  to  begin  a  systematic  classification  of  their  families  and  communi- 
cate the  results  to  the  persons  mentioned  above.  Records  and  information 
on  any  particular  branch  will  be  gladly  furnished  on  request.
